William II. Daly, the blind magis- 
jtrate of Brownstown, has demonstra- 
j ted that In* k n o w s the law, the Indiana 
Supreme Court having sustained a de­ 
cision rendered by him in 1908. 
The decision was given in the ease 
of the State ex rel the Baltimore & 
Ohio vs. Justice Daly to compel him to 
approve a bond, grant an appeal and 
furnish a transcript of the proceed­ 
ings of the lower court. 
In 1908 in a 
j case against the B. »X O. S-W. heard 
by Justice Daly, he gave a judgment 
| of $19 and costs against the road. 
Following the decision an appeal bond 
with no penalty attached was left with 
a clerk at the Justice’s office during 
his absence. 
After the time limit for 
filing a legal bond had expired the road 
brought suit to compel the magistrate 
to approve (he bond and grant the ap­ 
peal. 
The ease was taken from D aly’s 
court to the Scott circuit court where 
it was heard by Judge Shea and decis­ 
io n favorable to Daly was rendered. 
The road then carried the case to 
the higher tribunal. 
The opinion in 
the decision just handed down was 
written by Judge Cox who took his 
place on the bench Jan u ary 2. 
It 
holds that because the method of ap­ 
peal to a higher court is governed by 
statutory enactment an appeal bond, 
which omitted the penalty i> invalid.

But the people of England were 
slowly but surely awakening to the 
fact that, while the efficiency of the 
British army was being gravely ques­ 
tioned, the nation's greatest soldier 
and finest type of military organizer 
was being shelved. 
Instantly a de­ 
mand arose for his employment. 
Men 
who had served with him In Egypt, 
South Africa and elsewhi re offered 
to retire to make room for Kitchener 
of Khartoum; the popular clamor be­ 
came louder and the government was 
plainly perturbed. 
Now the agitation 
had reached such proportions that no 
course was open to the war authori­ 
ties which did not involve the giving 
to the field marshal of a post wdiere 
he could be something and do some- 
thing. 
A place on the Imperial de- 
feu^e committee was the result. 
The attempt to shelve Lord Kitch­ 
ener was everywhere regarded as the 
most reckless of military extravagance. 
There Is no soldier in England with 
the experience of the field marshal. 
His conquest of the Sudan and South 
Africa does not give the measure of 
his experience, and the conquest of 
the Sudan did not begin and end with 
the battle of Omdurman any more 
than the conquest of South Africa be­ 
gan and ended in a block-house. 
Hav­ 
ing proved his capacity in the field, 
England sent Lord Kitchener to India 
in order to apply to her defenses in 
the east some of that practical com­ 
mon sense for which he is distin­ 
guished. 
Despite all obstacles, he ac­ 
complished his task and left India 
stronger and more self-contained for 
defensive purposes than at any time 
since the mutiny. 
Even critics of his 
tactics in the field cannot deny Lord 
Kitchener’s capacity as an organizer 
and administrator. 
Tt is no secret to the bureaucracy 
that Lord Kitchener is a masterful 
man. 
What he wants and insists up­ 
on Is not place, hut power. When the 
power goes and leaves only the husk 
of office and emolument, Lord Kitch­ 
ener begins to pack his bag and to 
look up a time table.

bu ildings 
and 
walks in the landscape su rro u nding 
' u s. 
Ev ery place sho u ld be a pictu re by 
Itself, hav ing an indiv idu ality all its 
o wn, co mpletely harmo nizing with the 
ho me which it su rro u nds, attractiv e to 
the general pu blic and enjo y able to 
the o wner. 
We sho u ld as far as po s­ 
sible co nfo rm In a general way to the 
prev ailing cu sto m o n the street as re­ 
gards the u se o f fences between the 
• bu ildings and the street lines. 
The wo rking part o f the gro u nds, 
su ch as the kitchen 
garden, 
clo thes 
: y ard, etc., sho u ld be bro u ght to gether 
directly co nnecting with the kitchen 
and cellar.

o r a v ine-co v ered lattice o r wire fence. 
In arranging o u r pleasu re gro u nds 
we sho u ld pro v ide a place co nv enient­ 
ly accessible to the liv ing ro o ms where 
the family can sit o u t o f do o rs witho u t 
being ex po sed to the gaze o f the pu b­ 
lic. 
Walks are u sefu l bu t no t beau ti­ 
ful, and sho u ld o nly be u sed w hsre 
they are actu ally requ ired. 
We sho u ld keep the centers o f the 
lawn spaces o pen, making the planta­ 
tio ns o n the edges and no t do t them 
nu rsery fashio n all o v er the entire 
lawn. 
We thu s secu re the full v alu e 
o f the lawn area and make m ainte­ 
nance easier. 
We can then pro v ide

o r scattered beds. 
As a general thing the natu ralistic 
gardening sho u ld be ado pted o n the 
small place in preference to the fo r­ 
mal.

City there is a v ery interesting relic 
o f the Spanish co nqu est o f this co u n­ 
try kno wn as the Banner o f 
the Co n­ 
qu est. 
It is said to be the o riginal 
standard carried by Co rtes in his wars 
o f co nqu est In the land o f the Aztecs. 
This banner was fo r many y ears In 
the chu rch o f San Hipo lito in Mex ico 
City , where a so lemn annu al ceremo ny 
kno wn as the "pro cessio n o f the ban­ 
n er” was celebrated u p to 
the 
y ear 
18 12. 
The archbisho p o f Mex ico , the v ice­ 
ro y and no bles and the 
chu rch 
and 
state au tho rities and dignitaries to o k 
part in this ceremo ny , which co nsist­ 
ed o f the carry ing in the state o f the 
Banner o f the Co nqu est. 
As this was 
a 
co mmemo ratio n o f 
Spanish 
su ccesses 
o v er 
the 
nativ e 
Mex ican races, there has been no de­ 
sire to rev iv e the ceremo ny since the 
independence o f New Spain secu red in 
1821 
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Of the do mesticated breeds o f fo wl

til now in almost ev ery home some 
form of casserole is u sed. 
Since the 
stu dy of foods and feeding has beco/ne 
more common the hou sewife begins 
to realize the v alu e of slowr cooking 
of foods?, hem e the p op u lar u se of ttje 
flreless cooker and the casserole. 
Any thing that requ ires slow cooking 
withou t browning, may be cooked in 
this stone-cov ered dish. 
If the brown­ 
ing is desired, it may be done before 
the food is p u t into the casserole. 
Long, slow cooking of meats after 
the ou tside has been seared to retain 
the ju ices, is condu civ e to retaining 
the best and most nu tritiou s elements 
of the food 
and also It 
makes the 
flav or of meats far su p erior to other 
methods of cooking. 
Chicken in Casserole.—Sep arate the 
chicken as for fry ing, wip e p erfectly 
dry and brown in a little fat. 
When 
the p ieces are all nicely browned, 
p lace them in the casserole with a 
p int of chicken broth made by stew­ 
ing the wing tip s and the feet. 
Pu t 
en the cov er and cook in a moderate 
ov en for an 
hou r and a 
half. 
Melt 
three tablesp oonfu ls of bu tter 
in 
a 
p an, add a dozen p otato balls, a dozen 
carrot balls and a few' small onions; 


a s soon as brown add to the casserole 
with more water if 
necessary , 
and 
cook u ntil the v egetables are tender. 
Do not remov e the cov er after p u tting 
in the v egetables. 
Serv e from the 
casserole. 
Beefsteak, mu tton and any 
meat may be cooked in this manner. 
The coarse and tou gh cu t3 of meat 
are made tender and sav ory by this 
p rocess of cooking. 
Rice and Meat in Casserole.—Line 
the bottom and sides of a bu ttered 
casserole w ith a cu p fu l of cold cooked 
rice. 
Season any chop p ed meat with 
©nion ju ice, celery salt, herbs and salt, 
moisten with bu tter and eggs and fill 
the dish with the chop p ed meat. Cov- 
t» r with the rice and cook .slowly for 
uu hou r. 
Serv e with tomato sau ce. 
Ban an as W ith Sauce in Casserole. — 
Pare and scrap e 
half 
a 
dozen 
bananas to remov e the coarse threads, 
cu t in halv es, both 
lengthwise 
and 
crosswise and p u t into a 
casserole. 
Melt a small glass of cu rrant jelly , 
p ou r ov er them the ju ice 
of 
half 
a lemon and a, tablesp oonfu l of bu tter. 
Cov er and cook in a slow ov en for 
half an hou r. 
> 
Pears baked in a casserole with a 
little bu tter and su gar are p erfectly 
deliciou s. 
Let them brown the last 
half hou r. 
Pears need long cooking, 
often a half a day to make them rich 
and tender.

—oy ster shells, sea moss, etc., and on 
each was written a qu otation regard­ 
ing the shellfish. Gu ests amu sed them­ 
selv es oetween cou rses iu recalling 
the names of the au thors. 
The hors d oeu v re dishes were noth­ 
ing less than natu ral oy ster shells, 
ex tra large ones being selected and 
thorou ghly cleansed for the p u rp ose.

Serv e with oy ster crackers crisp ed In 
the ov en. 
The dev iled oy sters, too, may

qu ire a word of direction in the inter­ 
est of y ou ng hou sekep ers. 
To p rep are 
them a tablesp oonfu l of chop p ed onion 
and the same qu antity 
of 
chop p ed 
green p ep p er are cooked for fiv e min­ 
u tes in two ta•osp oonfu ls of bu tter. 
To this is added half a cu p of strain- 
ed ju ice from the oy sters, a tab.e- 
sp oonlu l of lemon ju ice, a tablesp oon­ 
ful of tomato catsu p , a teasp oon of 
p rep ared mu stard, a p inch of cay enne 
and two cu p fu ls of oy sters chop p ed. 
Simmer fiv e minu tes and serv e v ery 
hot in rice made by the recip e which 
follows: 
Half cook enou gh rice to fill two 
cu p s, and add to it three ou nces of 
melted bu tter. 
Mold in small cu p s or 
tin molds which hav e p rev iou sly been 
wet with ice water and set away in 
the refrigerator to chill.
